Duteh Custom

American youngsters hang stockings on the
mantle or on the Christmas tree each Dec. 24 and,
if they've been good, wake up to find them filled
with goodies from Santa Claus.

But the tradition bhegan in an earlier time and
in another country, as one Torrance family learned
this week.

The Jack Elliott family of 335 Via Linaa Vista,
host to exchange student l.eo DeBever divring the
current school year, learned that the tradition of
hanging stockirgs on Christmas Eve stems {rom an
old Duteh custom.

The Dutch, Leo said, exchange gifts on St.
Nicholas Day, which is celebrated each Dec, 6.

According to custom, Dutch children place
their wooden shoes by the chimney on the evening
of Dec. 5 and fill them with carrots for St. Nicholas’
horse

If the children have been bad, Black Peter will
come by and leave a bag of salt. But if they've been
good children, St. Nicholas will come by on his
white horse and the next morning the youngsters
find the room filled with goodies. Typical of the
gifts are cookies in the shape of animals and toys.
Each youngster also gets his initials — 10 inches
high — in chocolate.

Adults, Leo said, get together on Dec. 5 after
the children have gone to bed to exchange gitts and
enjoy an evening of friendship.

The custom is observed in some parts of Ger-
many and in Flemish Belgium, he added.

The Legend of St. Nicholas, Leo explained, be-
gan in Holland and spread to America, where it
became mixed with Scandinavian customs. That, he
added, is why American youngsters naiig stockings.
